Professor O. M. W. Sprague, former 
treasury advisor and once economic 
advisor to the Bank of England, te 
offer greater safety at present than 
preferred stocks or bonds.

Coast guard planes flying 
along the river kept residents of iso- 
lated rural communities advised of its 
progress and warned them in ample 
time to reach safety. 

The river was falling slowly above 
Red Bluff after reaching a_ record 
high mark of 62 feet there. 

A survey upstream disclosed dam- 
age estimated roughiv at between 
S200.) and $400,000 in an area 
25 miles long and 10 miles wide. This 
area was in Brown, MeCullouch, Mills 
and part of San Saba county from 
which the flood had receded. 

Red Cross Aids.

Small Submarines Will Be 
Placed in Pacific; Design

Sept. 21.—Russia is concentrating a 

new and secret submarine flotilla here, 


reliable sources disclosed today—to 
guard against the possibility of attack 
from Japan. 

The submarines are 
fleet’ of the Pacific. ‘They are un- 
listed in regular naval manuals. No 
| prying eyes are permitted to fathom 
| their design. 

Soviet officials admit no specific 
‘number. Informed sources estimate 
_that between 40 and 50 undersea 
craft are stationed here. Japanese 
sources state 80 are based within the 
| Vladivostok area. 
| The submarines are new, small and 
feasy to conceal, capable of quick ma- 
neuvers—this much is known, ob- 
| servers here say. 

They are believed intended chiefly 
for defensive purposes because of their 
small size. They are subject to no 
restrictions or treaties, however, be- 
cause the Soviets retained a free hand 
/on construction in the Pacific. 

Intended for the Pacific, informants 
related, they were manufactured in 
European Russia thousands of miles 
from this Asiatie port. 

What the eventual tonnage limit is 
intended to be is not known here— 
| Soviet sources say only that their 
‘submarine fleet in both Pacifie and 
'the Baltic sea has been increased 400 
| per cent within the past few years. 
| Strength Not Known. 

Inasmuch as the basic figure used 
for this calculation is not revealed,
